Women will soon join male traffic of 
ficers in patroling the valley’s free­ 
ways and highways. 
Two 
graduates 
of 
the 
California 
Highway Patrol’s first women training 
class will report for duty at the Clare­ 
mont office on Jan. 28. 
For their 30-dav training periods, the 
women will ride with experienced male 
officers, said Capt. W.C. Jones, area 
commander. 
The female officers, 
who receive 
equal pay with male oflicers, also will 
be given the same duties and respon­ 
sibilities. 
The CHP recently be2an a two-year 
pilot program to determine the feasi­ 
bility of using women in patrol work. 
After announcing the program, the 
patrol received 1,236 applications from 
women. Of these 41 applicants were se­ 
lected to attend the CHP academy in 


Sacramento. 
During the tour-month training ses 
>ion. the number ot cadets was re­ 
duced to 28. The two assigned to the 
Claremont oftice are b o t h married. 
Reaction by male officers over the 
two assignments has been one of “wait 
and see.” said Jones. “ Most male offi­ 
cers seem to accept the fact and plan 
to wait and see how the women offi­ 
cers perform.” 
The commander said he may have to 
make some changes in the locker room 
where officers change clothes. 
“We may have the women changing 
into uniform in the ladies’ restroom,’’ 
he added. “ Of course, most officers 
wear 
their uniforms 
to

WASHINGTON (UP!) - President 
Ford held an extraordinary two-hour 
meeting with CIA Director William E. 
Colby Friday in an effort to “establish 
the facts” about alleged agency spying 
on thousands of 
American citizens, 
White House aides said. 
White House officials would provide 
no details of the discussion but its unu­ 
sual length -com ing on a crowded day 
when Ford also signed a historic trade 
bill and had to deal with unpleasant 
new unemployment figures —displayed 
an intensely serious approach to the a l ­ 
legations. 
Before the Colby meeting Ford also 
met with Secretary of State Henry A. 
K i s s i n g e r and Defense Secretary 
Jam es

said. 
Ford responded quickly to an official 
report that unemployment had reached 
a 13-year high of 7.1 per cent in De­ 
cember. saying worse times lie ahead 
and promising he will make proposals 
that will restore “ the health and stabil­ 
ity of the American economy.”

Traffic toll hits 
13-year low 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The num­ 
ber of persons killed in California iraf- 
tic accidents during the 1974 ‘ energy 
crisis” year hit a 13 year low with pre­ 
liminary figures showing 3,983 dead, it 
was disclosed Friday. 
Ihe toll represented a reduction ot 
922 below the level of 4,905 in 1973 and 
was the lowest number since 1961. In 
that year. 3.839 persons d<ed in high­ 
way nushaps.

The agency also announced a budget- 
busting increase of about 6 per cent in 
its cash contributions to school lunch 
and breakfast programs, effective Jan. 
1-June 30, because of a mandatory 
cost-ot-living escalator approved 
by 
Cong ess in 1973.

breakfast payments will push federal 
cash aid to those programs $42.5 mil­ 
lion above the budget level 01 $1.215 
billion, an official said. He said the 
Agriculture Department will have to 
ask Congress for a supplemental $42$ 
million appropriation to pay the bill. 
Spokesmen said expansion of the spe­ 
cial supplemental food program for 
women, infants and children will allow 
activation of 77 projects in 30 state« 
ind will extend the aid to about 156.SOO 
additional mothers and children. 
Tne cost of the expansion tor the re­ 
mainder of the 1974-75 fiscal year was 
estimated at $16.7 
million. Officials 
said, however, it would be financed 
without increasing the original pro­ 
gram budget of $129 million. Spokes­ 
men explaineo they would redistribute 
budget ¡unds which would zo unused 
because of «mailer than expected en­ 
rollment in some older project areas.

The city of Claremont will hold a

City Planning Director Donald G. 
King 
explained

legislation 
which went into effect Jan. 1 replaces 
more than 20 federal grant programs 
formerly administered through the De­ 
partment of Housing, Education and 


Welfare. 
King stressed that the new law sets 
“ incredibly tight” time schedules for 
applying for funds. 
He said that the city must have its 
application completed by May 15 tor 
submittal to HUD, but first the appli­ 


cation is subject to a 30-day review of 
an environmental impact report by the 
state Office of Planning and Research, 
and a 45-day review by Southern Cali­ 
fornia 
Association 
of 
Governments 


<SCAG)* 
King said that the tim e schedule 
makes it necessary for the city to com­ 
plete its inches-thick application includ­ 
ing comments from the citizenry by 
the end of the month. 
“We must find out whether Clare- 
monters 
want 
to apply for federal 
funds, and what projects the city could 
complete with federal money that it 
couldn’t do on its own,” 
King ex­ 
plained. 
. 
He said that the city presently isn t 
receiving any HUD funds. 
King said that through the act, citi- 


zen involvement and community parti­ 
cipation is stressed to establish city- 
wide goals and priorities concerning 
community development. 
The city Planning. Commission will 
hold a public hearing on the matter 
Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in the City Coun­ 
cil Chamber. 
The city Human Resources Commis­ 
sion will hold a public hearing Jan. 13 
at 7:30 p.m. because the new law at- 
fords the opportunity for local govern­ 
ments to provide a suitable living en­ 
vironment and to expand economic op­ 
portunities, principally for persons of 
low and moderate income. 
The city Architectural Commission 
will hold a similar public hearing Jan. 
15 at 7:30 p.m., and the Environmental 
Quality Board also will hold a public 


hearing Jan. 22 at 7:30 p.m. 
All hearings will be held at the City 
Council chambers. 
“These public hearings will provide 
citizens with an excellent opportunity 
to give us the input we need,” King 
commented. 
King explained that funds from the 
new law are available through three 
different categories, of which Clare­ 
mont is not eligible in two. 


“Hold harm less” funds are available 
to cities apd urban counties having 
ongoing programs. Claremont doesn’t 
tall in this category. 
Formula funds are available to cities 
with 
more 
than 
50,000 
population. 
Claremont has 25,000 persons. 


Claremont might be eligible for dis­ 
cretionary’ funds, of which $8.4 billion 
is budgeted over the 1975, 1976, and 
1977 fiscal years. 
King noted that fiscal 1975 ends June 


30. 


King siad he is not sure whether 
Claremont would qualify for funds, but 
the city would have to submit the nec­ 
essary paperwork this year, thereby 
making it easier to apply again for fis­ 


cal 1976. 
King commented that in enacting the 
new law, Congress decided that city 
problems are social, economic or envi­ 
ronmental, and are caused by urban 
population growth as 
well 
as 
con­ 
centration of socio-economic groups in 


the central city. 
“ I’m optimistic about Claremont re­ 
ceiving money for a program within 
the public interest,” King said. 
, 
He commented that cities with in­ 
novative programs may be successful 
in getting discretionary funds. 
He said there could be secondary’ as 
well as tertiary’ benefits from such pro- 


grams. 
“ It is the only ballgame in town, 
King said. “We have decided to par­

to boost nuclear 


electricity begins 


Construction is underway at the San 
Onofre Nuclear Generating Station on 
two 
major 
nuclear 
generators, 
the 
Southern California Edison Co. report­ 


ed. 
Edison and the San Diego Gas & 
Electric Co. are adding the two 1,140,- 
000 kilwatt generators to the station 
just south of San Clemente. 


Crews have begun placing forms for 
concrete foundations for ‘the first ie- 
actor. When completed in the early 
1980s, the pressurized water reactors 
will provide enough electric power to 
serve a city with a population ot more 
than two million. 


The first new unit is scheduled to be 
in operation in 1980. the second in 1981. 


The existing n ^ lea r generator, with 
a capacity of 450,000 kilowatts, has 
been in service since 1968. 


Edison said that the expansion of 
San Onofre will mean a savings ot 25 
to 30 million barrels annually of im­ 
ported low-sulfur fuel oil. 
A temporary two-story office building 
is being constructed to serve as admin­ 
istrative headquarters. 
Some 400 workers are employed dur­ 
ing this phase of construction. At the 
peak of construction in 1976-77 an esti­ 
mated 1,700 will be working at the site. 


Total cost of the expansion is *1.6 
billion, Edison said.

The Consumer's Responsibilities in 
the Replacement Tire Market Place 
by Gilbert L Watson 


"Good morning. 
"Somewhere in the exam­ 
ination of a consumer pro- 
duct-no matter how learned 
and wise the forum -the 
product remains unexamined 
as a tool for the use of soci­ 
ety unless we include the 
relationship between the pro* 
duct and the ordinary citizen 
who puts it lo use. My topic 
is that relationship. More 
precisely the consumer’s 
responsibilities in the re- 
placement-tire market­ 
place, and how the consumer 
meets those responsibilities. 
"M y credentials for this 
discussion include a number 
of years in the employee of 
a major U.S. tire manufac­ 
turer...! number of months 
in his adjustment 'shed' diag­ 
nosing every sickness that 
can befall a passenger tire in 
use...a few years as a zone 
'trouble shooter' servicing 
the needs of some fifty tire 
dealers of every »tripe from 
branch to country filling 
station. 
"I bring to this discussion 
a mechanical engineering ed­ 
ucation and a decade of pro­ 
fessional media experience; 
most important, a five-year 
stmt responding to the 
American consumer's an 


guished complaints over 
vehicles and vehicle equip 
ment which either disap 
points, or injures, or kills 
him outright. 
" If I am any kind of 
expert, I am a complaint 
expert; an expert in what 
makes Joe Consumer mad. 
It is a topic we must ex­ 
amine. Joe is the customer, 
Joe pays the ultimate bill. 
Joe-through his acceptance 
or rejection of what we d o ­ 
ts in our society, the Boss» 
"A t the risk of seeming 
naive, I suggest there are but 
two consumer problems to 
address. For I have never 
received a tire complaint 
which failed to underline 
one or the other of them, 
or both. 
"The first problem arises 
partly out of marketing 
policy and partly from the 
nature of the product. A 
passenger tire is shipped to 
market, purchased by the 
consumer, and placed upon 
the roaoway. There, by its 
very nature, the use to which 
it is put depletes its service 
capability. The problem, is 
I view it, arises in the poli­ 
cies which dictate that these 
tires shall be sold according 
to a single function out of 


m any they perform delivered 
highway mileage. I w ill return 
to this topic. For now I want 
only to underline the basic 
paradox w hich surrounds these 
tread-wear policies and the re 
placem ent-tire pro-rating w hich 
goes w ith it. 
“ It is this: despite the care 
and precision and know-how 
w hich produces it. the tire -fo r 
all the consumer knows-com es 
from the retail shelf as a cookie- 
cutter product of ridiculous sim ­ 
p licity. We do little to alter that 
image We tell him that the tire 
represents certain mileage, even 
though we understand that the 
w ord ‘certain’ w ould m ore ho n­ 
estly read 'potential'. 
"We know it is the driver, in 
fact, w ho builds long mileage or 
disappointingly short mileage 
out of the potential in the t«re 
And through a pro rated refund 
for the mileage he fails to build, 
we reward him for doing a poor 
jo b ' 
“ The second problem is that 
of passenger tire performance I 
realize that there may be little or 
no gap between the tire p e rfo r­ 
mance w hich the laboratory 
strives fo r and w hich the expert 
achieves. But let us take this p ro ­ 
duct out of the lab. Let us put it 
in the hands of Joe Consumer, 
w ho is surely no expert. Consid­ 
er the gap as it appears to h im ' 
“ If he buys a television set and 
in the first tw o week» of use the 
picture tube blows, none of us 
w ill argue w ith his conclusions 
that this is miserable p e rfo r­ 
mance. We m ight even agree 
that he probably has evidence 
of a m anufacturer's defect. 
“ But if he buys a new set of 
tires and in the first 1,000 miles 
tw o of them blow , each of us 
w ill question his conclusions 
that the tires are defective and 
that they gave him miserable 
performance. Why? Because we 
recogmze that he has an essen­ 
tial obligation - for basic m ain­ 
tenance - to his new tires. In 
fact, we are prepared, instinc­ 
tively, to assume that he, rather 
than th * tires, gave a poor per­ 
formance We are prepared to 
inquire, to investigate, if you 
w ill. We could be w rong and we 
know it But-w * proceed in itia l­ 
ly, knowing J o t Consumer does 
not know how to take care of 
hn tires. 
"T o h im -k n o w in g nothing of 
his maintenance obligation or 
what that phrase en ta d s-th e 
gap between promise ana p e rfor­ 
mance is immense For h im - 
and he is the custom er-Boss-the 
performance of those tues lakes 
on the proportion of a qiant rip- 
off by whoever b u ilt them and 
sold them to him 
"T o sum it up I recognize 
two fundam ental problem s 
First, we guarantee mileage per­ 
formance despi»* o u r knowledge 
'hat the customer w ill fa d -w ith 
predictable fre q u e n c y -to re* 
lize that perform ance 
"Second, we im p ly that th u 
performance is a physical pro­ 
p e rty- like the sidewall, tread 
and bead-inserted in to th * pro­ 
duct by the m anufacturer 
"T he result Those consumer» 
who com pose the predictable 
volum e Of early tire failures are 
absolutely convinced that th* 
tir* m anufacturer by passed the 
com pound called 'tin ctu re of 
m iteag*' when he bu dt that fre 
" T h u brings us to the topic at 
hand. What are th * consum i «’s 
absolute responsibilities m the 
repiacem ent-tire m arketplace’ 
In m y ve w he hat three. 
"H e must select the prop#« 
replacement tire for hi* driving 
need ana (or h:s w allet *i/e 
' He must accept 'he hm ita 
tio n t of the pr duct he selected. 
"H e must give it the care the 
use, tha maintenance necessary 
to aeh.eve the pertm m ance that 
product it capable of delivering 
"T aking those responsibilities 
in reverse order how is he hand 
ling them * How does hi* perfor 
m a n te -w h ic h I rate as p o o r- 
impact upon the product, the 
marketplace and upon us> 
"F irs t, Tire Maintenance ade­ 
quate to achieve the performance 
and useful ide. b u ilt as a po te n ­ 
tial in to his tire selection: 
' For a few m inutes I wish we 
could transfer this meeting to 
some public gathering, here m 
th* city I wogfd ask fo r a show 
of hands from each citizen m the 
audience w ho knows for su** 
what brand of tires a»e m ounted 
bn hi$ autom obile From each of 
you issuredly. I could count t 
raised hand But fro m that audi 
e n r* of non experts, 26% w ould 
It* t O much to expert And to 
request for hands fro m those 
w ho know their tire pressures, 
or those who have personally 
checked in th * last 30 days, I 
w ould look for 10’ or less Yet. 
this kind of tire awareness is 
wher* basic tir* maintenance 
begins' 
"G entlem en, a great deal of 
m oney has been spent through 
the years, on tire-user edqeabon. 
But, compared w n h the adverti­ 
sing oudget w hich annually sup 
ports these products, it •* the 
flea versus the elephant. The 
same imbalance exists if we 
compare the ou tlay for user edu 
cenon w ith th * in d u stry’s annual 
cost of pro-rated treadw rar dis­ 
counts, the sum w h« n und*> 
writes consumer error a- wan us 


performance deficiencies 
"T he cynic m ight ask, 'If Joe's 
neglect and ignorance of proper 
tire maintenance requires him to 
purchase substantially more tires 
than he ought to n e e d -isn 't this 
good for business’ ’ The answer, 
considering Joe's resulting anger, 
his loss of product confidence, 
and his conviction that the reme­ 
dy lies m rigid controls imposed 
by law, is an em phatic 'N o '' 
"T ire pnee structures, in the 
marketplace, include the costs of 
merchandising. So we can never 
quite forget that whatever that 
merchandising cost m ight be 
Joe pays for it. Perhaps he learns 
to associate certain Brands w ith 
then ab ility to run over upturned 
swords and axe blades Perhaps 
he comes to understand the mer 
its of radial tire construction 
when a television shot illustrates 
a set of radiais all bu t curled up 
around the hubcaps, negotiating 
J-turns and test maneuvers But 
does he ever see a tire m the last 
throes of its endurance, seconds 
before a b lo w -o u t’ Does he ever 
see what kind of tire punishment 
precedes a sidewall or shoulder 
separation’ There are times I 
wish for a m icrophone and a TV 
camera in m y daily com m uting 
trips through W ashington and 
over its suburban expressways, 
for I see tens of thousands of 
tires running fla t, mismatched, 
suspensions shot, wearbars w orn 
away w ith the tread surfaces. I 
see them because I understand 
and I look fo r them . Joe Con 
sumer, on the average, does not. 
" I am criticising not the p ro ­ 
duct but our marketplace neglect 
o f the essential mgrenient of tire 
performance and mileage That 
essential is Joe Consumer' More 
than that, it n Joe's awareness 
that he is the essential ingredient 
" In some degree, each of us is 
concerned that his iqnoranoe 
His belief that he has no obliga 
ti in beyond purchase pnee is 
costing rum m illions of dulla<s; 
at times his safety, even hi» Me. 
But I can tell you that Federal ef­ 
fo rt to educate him is a cry in ’ he 
wilderness. We cannot do the ed­ 
ucational |Ob fro m Wash mgton. 
"W hat about the industry? 
" I am suggesting that if the 
consumer knew as m uch about 
the care of his tires as he knows 
about refrigerating fresh m e a ls- 
d he knew thas tire destructibi- 
bty is largely w ith in his own, 
ddiiy control through basic m ain­ 
tenance -industry m ight find 
that the cost of his education is 
far less than the cost of his anger, 
or the cost of the controls and 
one-sided consumerism he is led 
to support. 
"N e x t, pro d u ct acceotance is 
the consumer's responsibility. 
He must be content w ith the 
product lim ita tio n s of the re­ 
placement he select*. 
" I w ifi not dw ell on this on* 
It i» nearly enough to ponder the 
question, now does he accept pro­ 
duct lim itatio ns w hich are unex­ 
plained and undefined u n til they 
occur ’ What does he forgo when 
he selects less than the most 
expensive’ 
" I f I buy tw o gallons of gaso- 
une instead of ten, it is to ta lly 
clear to me that I am foregoing 
the mileage obtainable fro m 
eight gallon* I choose not to 
buy. But if I choose a $60 re­ 
placement tire w hile m y brother 
selects a cheaper, $30 product, 
neither of us knows what he 
chose to do w ith o u t, or w hat I 
purchased m better performance 
Put this fact together w ith his 
careful m./.ntenane* and m y 
neglect, he w ill probably get 
twice the nuieage I dn, but w ith 
a cheaper tire 
" I t happens. It w ould be of 
tittle consequence if it weren't 
true that the tw o of us m this 
example represent the m ajority 
of consumers entering the m ar­ 
ketplace to buy replacement 
tues. How do we convince those 
who paid top .d o lla r, at I did, 
that they should go on buying 
some m y ttffio u s 'extra' w hich 
they i uely »«thieve on the high­ 
w a y ’ How do we convince those 
w ho bought the m aiqm al p ro ­ 
duct, but fated iust is well w ith 
it, that thei« next replacement 
should be of b e tte ', more expen­ 
sive q u a lity ’ 
"T he pr int is sim ple enough 
The consumer cannot reasonably 
quanel w ith ihe replacement he 
selects, knowm g there were 
others t csmI* it w hich w ould last 
longer, h mdi*? hi> kin d of punish 
ment bette« r.i*^ his loading rr 
quirem ent w ith o u t repeated 
< »Jutes C<inversely, he cannot 
take a reasonable view of rapid 
wear or early failures--he ran 
n, t meet his *r-sponslbility if 
the m arketplace teaches him 
tha' s m u t’ ’.uyers follow the 
seasonal sales, the inventory 
Close Outs, .a d that 'p e rfo r­ 
mance' is a huckster's w ord to 
‘tak e in ’ the naive. 
" I m a lly, ore selection, proper 
for his driving need and his

ing is all about Thi* is not th# 
proper discussion, nor am I the 
propei a u th o rity to discuss the 
future of

ment m arketplace some vubl#

then w ith in that group, to make 
a selection he can a fford, we w ill 
continue to con fron t a consumer 
whose ignorance of the product 
and its performance capabilities, 
forces him to seek out price 
alone 
"A number of officials whose 
duties lie w ith in the area of tire 
m arketing po licy, have said to 
me, 'The consumer isn't interes­ 
ted in tire performance. A ll he 
wants to know is how much it 
w ill cost and how long w ill it 
last.’ 
" I cou ld n't agree more But 
from here, we seem to take of* 
m opposite directions. They as­ 
sume that a perform ance-orien­ 
ted presentation of replacement 
tires w ould be wasted on a pub­ 
lic w hich continues to dem on­ 
strate us predom inant interest 
in puce. But I subm it that just 
as the crashworthiness, pick-up, 
and handling capabilities of the 
Model ‘T‘ Ford never interested 
m y grandfather in th * slightest, 
neither does tir# performance 
influence the m a rketp la ce-n or 
w ill it —u n til we begin to define 
autom obile bres m tire-perfor- 
mance language. 
"N o w , before anyone con­ 
cludes I have come here to sug­ 
gest that the tire marketplace is 
a lungle in w hich the poor con­ 
sumer is on every predator's 
menu, I should note that though 
m y daily occupation includes a 
procession of tire com plaints, 
I am also aware that m y file of 
300 or 400 com plaint letters, 
out of the m illions w ho enter 
this marketplace, is an astonish­ 
ingly small count of consumers. 
"Leaving out of the picture 
those product errors and infrac­ 
tions w hich do occur and w hich 
are handled m the statutory p ro ­ 
cedures fam iliar to all of us in 
this setting. I feel I have seen in 
the last five years a remarkable 
change in the industry and its 
marketplace. There has been a 
change in attitudes. There has 
been a response to Federal Stan­

Have we suggested to 
him that he, too , hn\ <.ome learn­ 
ing to do and a performance o b ­ 
ligation ’ I am afraid that he r* 
mams, for the most part, be w il­ 
dered in the presence of prem ium 
and super prem ium labels. He sttll 
faces 1st, 2nd, ,<nd 3rd 'lines’ 
w ith o u t guidance of what such 
terms mean, or if they mean any 
thing at all. His tires are present­ 
ed in term * of super this and 
double that; a thousand nno one 
merchandising terms which 
catch his im agination but teach 
him nothing. 
" I t is true that he has specific 
responsibilities in this market 
place. But for m any ye vs, self- 
defense was the on ly one which 
came through loud and cltar. 
" I suggest it is tim e we ex­ 
pounded upon you r good w ork* 
not in terms of ‘See Suzie run' 
but in terms that allow for end 
ask for consumer intelligence. 
I suggest that perhaps the g im ­ 
m ickry of today's T V. adverti­ 
sing begin* to insult the years of 
research, th# dedication of staff, 
the specific excellence w hich 
today's autom obile m e tru ly 
represents. 
" I suggest that the in d u stry’s 
lie ir interest w ill be served ay 
providing a grading system 
w hich allows tor intelligent se 
le« M m . honestly uelimates per­ 
form ance lim itatio ns. T h *co n 
sumer needs to know, beyond 
what he has purchased, wh -t he 
has no t purchased, the de ,ree Of 
specific perform ance »vailabte to 
him , as w ell as the pe«formfcnee 
he cannot expect and m u^’ not 
assume at risk to himself and to 
the public 
“ F in ally, f suggest that »»cel- 
lenee it tieing sold m today's 
m arketplace but that it should 
be sold w ith o u t projecting an 
impossible product image of 
in d e stru ctib ility In m y view, the 
m erchandising of ires ought to 
include dem onstration, by every 
feasible mean*, of how owner 
maintenance affects the life and 
(jerform ance of an autom obile 
fire and w hat happens to the top 
of to * line as well as the b o tto m 
when that basic car# >s neglected 


"Last of all, a com ment is in 
order on the Headwear/pro-rat- 
mg w arranty policies which are 
inherent to today’s replacement- 
tire marketplace. 
"There is no aspect of the en­ 
tire retail marketplace which is 
so misunderstood, so misrepre­ 
sented, or so resented by the 
consumer as the special meaning 
of ‘guarantee’ or ’w arranty' 
when it is applied to tires. Let 
me illustrate w ith a few quota­ 
tions, straight from the con­ 
sumer com plaint m ailbox: 
'.. it's a way to make me buy 
»gam the same Brand that 
threatened m y fa m ily*...'it’s a 
way to w ith h o ld a promised re­ 
fund. to give me credit instead— 
but not enough c re d it-to re­ 
place a defective tire w ith one 
lust like it*...’a gim m ick which 
allows a dealer to foist off 
discontinued tires, guaranteeo, 
but only if I can fin d another 
dealer w ho w o n 't force me into 
a more expensive tire m order to 
honor the guarantee'. I could go 
on, w ith dozens in the same vem. 
“ I do not bring this out as an 
example of injury to the consum­ 
er. It is the degree of injury w hich 
the industry in flicts upon itself 
which astonishes me I have tn 
m ind the duplication o f raw m a t­ 
erials cost, of prom otion, of 
shipping, sales, adjustm ent, book 
and record keeping, a staggering 
cost m erely for disposal; for all 
qf th * tires and their replace­ 
ments w hich fail to deliver w ar­ 
ra nted mileage and, hence, 
require replacement at less than 
profitab le list. 
“ The on ly parallel which comes 
to m ind, honestly, is the picture 
of a grocer w ho m ight decide to 
guarantee th* taste of his fresh 
meats, offering to replace any 
cut which faded to taste at well 
as his patrons thought it should. 
He could not survive. He sells by 
the pound, by the cut. G etting 
all the taste it has to o ffe r-a s 
w ith tire m ileage-depends on 
what the consumer does to it. 
“ I began this discussion re­ 
m arking on the policies which 
dictate the retail ottering of guar 
anteed m ilea ge-or ah the tread- 
rubber it takes to deliver that 
mileage to the consumer. Most of 
m y tire com pleints w ould cease 
if the tire industry made up its 
m m d to self wear-resistance, pure 
and simple; and then w ould de­ 
vise the educational programs or 
the partnership w ith consumers 
w hich w ould leach them how to 
convert wear-resistance into 
nigh way mileage 
'I w ant to do away w ith the 
false equation; 'This am ount of 
tread equals this am ount o f high­ 
way m ile*.’ You and I know that 
equation, much of the tim e, is 
»imply not valid Instead, it i* 
tim e for a new equation; ’thrs 
tread, plus good driving, plus 
regular tir* maintenance equals 
top tire mileage.1 Conversely. 
'this am ount of tread, plus bad 
driving habits, plus no tire 
maintenance equals m inim um 
tire mileage.' 
"T oday's marketplace tends 
to instruct the consumer that 
treadwear and mileage are the 
same 'rungs. H * is enraged when 
he discovers they are not Who (4 
to teach him that he is the plui 
or the minus conversion factor? 
"T h e m ail «which crossed m y 
desk reflects a degree of con­ 
sumer m istrust together w ith a 
level ot product ignorance 
w nich the industry cannot af­ 
ford and does not deserve, t 
believe we underestimate the 
consumer's intelligence and in 
doing so, we unoerw rit# an 
exorbitant b ill for his ignor­ 
ance. In th * same way, I believe 
mat those who administer to 
th# marketplace as experts m 
advertisi.-g, tend to insult both 
the product and those w ho 
b ci'd it and m doing so, b u ild ­ 
ing in to the cost of a passenger 
tire more than enough to edu­ 
cate the consumer bu t confusing 
rather than educating him . 
* The result is what ihe econo- 
m st w ould term an 'uninform ed 
m arketplace' .. e term which 
generally infer* that th# buyer's 
ignorance is the seller's most 
potent and profitable weapon. 
What I have tried to illustrate 
this m orning is that we can no 
longer afford or tolerate a naive. 
flPMhetic, uneducated ro n su m f' 
He it too expensive for you. He 
is too dangerous for all o* us. 
"Thank you for th# op portuni­ 
ty tc join w ith you ,n this eon * 
ference, and for th# privilege pf 
speaking het* this m orning."

Federation vs. Fischer 
Special rules 
meeting called 
to end impasse 


MANILA (UPI) — Japan has c a ' ed a special m etung ot the 
World Chess Federation General Assembly to restudy the 
championship rules under which world champion Bobby Fisher 
has refused to defend his crown. 
Florencio Cam pomares, vice pres, deni of assembly told a 
news conference last wret k that Japan’s permanent representa­ 
tive to the assembly, Yasusi Matsumoto, had caltad for the spec­ 
ial meeting. 
He said Matsumoto wanted to restudy the rules under whtch 
the reigning champion and the challenger would p ay 24 games 
and the player who wins the most number of games, draws 
counting, gets the ti ie. 
Fisher has proposed that an uriimited number of games be 
played in a championship match and the player who first wins 
10 games, rot counting draws, should get the crown. 
The assembly has turned tow n Fisher’s proposal. Fisher’s 
refusal to defend his crown under existing regulations rules 
cut a championship match with Anatoly Karpov of the Soviet 
Union, who has wen the right to face Fisher. 
A close friend of the reclusive Fisher, said he tned to ex­ 
plain Fisher’s side of the controversy, which he got when he 
met Fisher last noveniber in California. 
He said Fisher told him he was standing pa; or, his proposal 
and would not play under existing rules. He quoted Fisher as 
saying ” 1 cannot compromise because if I compromise and I 
lose there would tx self recrimination. If I play under these 
tnev. ) rules ar. I I I .se, then- would be no self-recnmina.ion ’

Some 40,000 new books. In­

in 1973. Even so, in term s of 
dollar volum e, book publish­ 
ing is still a relatively sm alt 
industry. U s total sales of $3.2 
billion are less than the indi­

The m ajor book com panies 
have

ment s a re modest in relation 
to th eir cash flow. M oreover 
educational publishing is an 
industry to which it is diffi­ 
cult to gain entry; the leading 
com panies of 15 years ago 
are 
still 
the 
leading 
com­ 
panies today.

th eir 
relatively 
brief 
stock m arket Jiistory, 
book 
publishing stocks soared Into 
the stratosphere; 
then they 
sank, gradually, into the lo­ 
w er depths. 
Now that investors appear 
to be m ore concerned with se­ 
curity and value rath er than 
with glam our, book publishing 
will perhaps be appraised for 
w hat it really is: net a “high-
